To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leamington  Spa 

Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  with  respect  to  the  School  Medical 
Department  for  the  year  1926. 

The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  three  “  Code  ” 
Groups  was  1,070,  practically  the  same  number  as  last  year.  The 
percentage  of  defects  — 10-3 — was  a  little  higher  than  in  the  previous 
twelve  months. 

From  1920  to  1924  there  was  a  continuous  drop  in  the 
number  of  children  on  the  School  register,  followed  by  an  increase 
in  1925  and  1926,  but  the  number  3,416  this  year  is  still  210  below 
that  for  1920. 

Having  regard  to  the  rapid  diminution  in  the  Birth  Rate 
since  1921,  it  appears  likely  there  will  be  a  further  fall  in  the  number 
of  scholars. 

At  the  Warneford  Hospital  107  children  were  treated  for 
enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  Defective  Vision  and  Ringworm  ; 
an  increase  of  31  over  last  year. 

68%  of  the  children  are  unvaccinated,  a  most  deplorable 
condition  of  affairs.  Should  there  be  an  epidemic  of  the  former 
severe  type  of  Smallpox,  the  mortality  will  be  high  and  the  financial 
cost  considerable. 

I  should  especially  like  to  record  my  great  regret  that  owing 
to  the  claims  of  his  private  practice,  and  Clinic  work  at  Nuneaton, 
Mr.  E.  W.  Thomas  has  had  to  relinquish  his  appointment  as  Dental 
Surgeon.  No  one  could  have  had  a  more  pleasant  colleague  to 
work  with. 

He  started  the  Dental  Clinic  in  1920,  and  it  is  entirely  due 
to  his  skill,  energy,  and  tact,  that  it  has  proved  the  most  successful 
unit  of  the  various  forms  of  medical  treatment  provided  for  school 

children. 

I  would  particularly  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
work  in  this  direction  has  been  more  than  doubled  since  its  inception. 

As  in  the  past,  my  best  thanks  are  due  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  to  Dr.  French,  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
and  to  all  those  associated  with  Education  in  the  Borough.

The  total  area  of  the  Borough  of  Royal  Leamington  Spa  is 
2,816  acres,  divided  up  as  follows: — 

Leamington  Priors  ...  1,594  acres.

The  estimated  population  for  1926  was  30,040. 

There  are  nine  Public  Elementary  Schools,  of  which  four 
schools  with  nine  departments  are  non-provided.  Of  the  pro¬ 
vided  schools,  the  Central  is  for  children  from  11  to  15  years  of 
age  and  upwards.  The  instruction  here  is  more  practical  and 
advanced.  Two,  viz.,  Shrubland  Street  and  Clapham  Terrace, 
have  this  year  been  reorganised.  The  latter  now  consists  of 
Senior  and  Junior  Mixed  Departments.  At  the  former,  senior 
boys  and  girls  have  been  abolished,  and  only  children  up  to 
I  1  years  of  age  are  admitted  to  the  Junior  Boys  or  Junior  Girls 
and  Infants  Departments.  The  average  number  of  children 
on  the  register  was  3,416,  an  increase  of  19  over  last  year.

i.  The  School  Medical  Staff  consists  of  one  S.M.O.  (also 
M.O.H.),  one  whole-time  School  Nurse,  and  one  part-time 
Dental  Surgeon— E.  W.  Thomas,  L.D.S.,  who  holds  two 
sessions  per  week.  Under  an  agreement  between  the  Borough 
Council  and  the  Warneford  Hospital,  certain  cases  are,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  S.M.O.,  treated  by  Specialists  attached 
to  the  Hospital  Staff,  as  follows: — 

For  Tonsils  and  Adenoids:  F.  W.  Sydenham,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S. 

For  Defective  Vision:  T.  Harrison  Butler,  M.A.,  M.D. 

For  Ringworm:  W.  Edmund  Jones,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

2.  An  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  weekly,  and 
children  are  seen  here  up  to  two  years  of  age,  and  in  some 
instances  considerably  later.  Delicate  children  are  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitor  from  time  to  time,  and  suspected  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  are  sent  to  Dr.  French,  Assistant  County  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer.  In  needy  cases,  Out-patient  and  In-patient 
letters  to  the  Warneford  Hospital  are  provided. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

3.  There  are  nine  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough  of 
which  five  are  Provided  and  four  Non-Provided  Schools.  The 

mam  features  of  these  were  set  out  in  the  table  appended  at 
the  end  of  the  report  for  1925.  » 

4.  Medical  Inspection — The  age  groups  inspected  have 
been  those  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Education.  A  few 
children  may  have  escaped  routine  inspection  owing  to  illness 
or  absence  from  school,  but  as  far  as  possible  these  were 
collected  and  examined  before  the  end  of  the  year.  At  no 
school  is  there  a  room  specially  set  apart  for  medical  inspec¬ 
tion.  This  takes  place  either  in  the  head  teacher’s  room  or 
m  one  of  the  smaller  class-rooms. 

5.  Findings  of  Medical  Inspection — (a)  Uncleanliness.— 
On  the  whole  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  fair.  A  total 
number  of  8,319  examinations  were  made  at  the  schools,  and 
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380  individual  children  were  found  unclean.  The  largest  num¬ 
bers  are  found,  as  is  usually  the  case,  after  the  holidays, 
especially  the  summer  ones,  when  routine  inspection  has  been 
suspended  for  some  time. 

(b)  Minor  Ailments. — These  consisted  mainly  of  cuts, 
bruises,  small  abscesses,  and  various  skin  diseases.  In  all, 
1 7  cases  of  goitre  (15m  girls  and  2  in  boys)  are  known  amongst 
school  children.  In  four  cases  only  is  the  enlargement  of  the 
thyroid  marked,  and  beyond  slight  anaemia  in  a  few  cases  no 
other  symptoms  were  noted.  In  nine  instances  a  relative  was 
also  affected,  viz.,  mothers  4,  mother  and  sister  1,  mother  and 
aunt  1,  sister  2,  aunt  1. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — The  number  of  cases  requiring 
treatment  remains  fairly  constant  year  by  year.  Although 
there  is  not  the  same  reluctance  on  the  part  of  parents  towards 
operative  treatment  as  formerly,  it  is  still  difficult  to  get  per¬ 
mission  for  operation  at  an  early  age,  when  the  most  beneficial 
results  might  be  obtained  and  further  possible  illness  avoided. 
Refusal  of  treatment  is  almost  invariably  couched  in  one  of 
four  forms:  Either  “  they  will  wait  and  see,”  or  “  the  child 
will  grow  out  of  it,”  or  ”  they  will  wait  till  the  child  is 
stronger,”  or,  what  nearly  always  ends  in  a  definite  refusal, 
“  they  will  talk  it  over  with  the  father.” 

(d)  Tuberculosis. — Three  cases  only  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year,  two  of  pulmonary  disease,  and  one  of 
glands  in  the  neck. 

(e)  Skin  Diseases. — The  bulk  of  these  were  cases  of 
contagious  impetigo.  Scabies,  as  noted  elsewhere,  is  markedly 
on  the  decrease. 

(f)  External  Eye  Diseases. — -No  large  number  of  these 
were  seen.  The  few  cases  of  blepharitis  and  conjunctivitis 
yielded  fairly  readily  to  treatment.  In  the  month  of  November 
a  visit  was  paid  to  all  schools  within  the  course  of  a  few  days, 
and  children  noted  with  any  form  of  squint.  Forty  cases  were 
found,  eight  of  whom  wore  glasses.  The  form  of  squint  was 
as  follows: — Lt.  Int.  Strabismus,  26;  Rt.  Int.  Strabismus,  7; 
Double  Convergent  Strabismus,  5;  Ext.  Strabismus,  2  (both 
cases  of  undoubted  specific  origin).  Nebulae  of  the  Corneal 
were  noticed  in  a  few  cases,  in  5  of  which  vision  was  markedly 
interfered  with. 
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(g)  Vision. — During  the  visit  alluded  to  above  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  number  of  children  wearing  glasses  was  found  to  be 
106,  a  percentage  of  3  of  those  on  the  school  register.  There 
are  three  children  wearing  glass  eyes  who  have  lost  the  sight 
of  one  eye  through  an  accident.  Excluding  infants,  601  child¬ 
ren  were  examined  in  the  schools.  Of  these,  good  vision — 
that  is  to  say,  not  less  than  6/9  in  both  eyes — was  found  m 
564  cases,  or  94  per  cent.,  and  in  17,  or  a  further  2.8,  there 
was  fair  vision,  i.e.,  not  less  than  6/12  in  both  eyes.  Under 
the  scheme  of  treatment  with  the  Warneford  Hospital,  26 
children  received  treatment.  Two  of  these  were  provided  with 
spectacles  free  of  cost, 

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing.— The  number  of  deaf  and 
dumb  children  of  school  age  is  seven,  viz.,  four  boys  and  three 
girls.  Two  girls  and  two  boys  are  in  an  institution  at  Edg- 
baston.  All  these  children  are  quite  up  to  the  average  of 
intelligence.  A  few  cases  of  partial  deafness  due  to  Chronic 
Otitis  Media  were  noted,  but  in  two  only  was  hearing  markedly 
affected. 

(i)  Dental  Defects. — -In  addition  to  the  cases  of  Dental 
Caries  referred  for  treatment  as  the  result  of  routine  medical 
inspection,  a  number  of  cases  are  now  being  brought  to  the 
Clinic  by  parents,  although  the  superstition  still  largely  survives 
that  there  is  no  necessity  to  worry  about  the  first  dentition. 

(j)  Crippling  Defects. — As  has  been  reported  in  previous 
years,  cases  of  Rickets  in  which  much  crippling  has  resulted 
are  rarely  seen.  A  search  through  the  medical  cards  of  the 
children  on  the  school  register  revealed  38  cases.  In  the 
majority  of  these,  little  beyond  beading  of  the  ribs  and  slight 
enlargement  of  the  ends  of  Radius  and  Ulna  was  found,  and 
five  cases  only  showed  any  marked  degree  of  severity. 

Cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  numbered  eight,  two  of  which 
were  notified  this  year,  one  in  a  child  of  1 1  years,  who  came 
from  a  neighbouring  village,  with  a  history  of  having  been 
affected  at  the  age  of  three;  the  other  a  boy  of  nine,  who  was 
brought  to  the  Clinic  in  November.  The  history  in  the  latter 
case  was  that  he  had  had  a  trivial  illness  in  July  and  afterwards 
complained  of  pam  in  the  left  leg,  and,  in  the  mother’s  words, 
she  noticed  0  he  threw  his  leg  out  when  he  walked,” 
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One  case  of  partial  paralysis  following  fracture,  one  case 
of  birth  paralysis  combined  with  several  developmental  defects, 
and  one  case  of  Little’s  disease,  were  kept  under  observation. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  two  known  cases  of  con¬ 
genital  dislocation  of  the  hip,  in  one  of  which  the  condition  is 
double. 

An  excellent  result  has  been  obtained  in  a  case  of  spina 
bifida,  operated  on  at  three  weeks  of  age,  and  now  aged  eight 
years. 

One  exceedingly  interesting  case  of  extensive  develop¬ 
mental  defect  of  bone  was  met  with  in  a  girl  of  five,  for  a 
report  on  whom  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Edmund  Jones,  Radio¬ 
logist  to  the  Warneford  Hospital.  He  reports  as  follows: — > 

“  The  right  femur  is  represented  by  a  very  small  bone, 
about  three  inches  long,  which  represents  the  condyles,  with  a 
very  small  upward  prolongment  representing  the  shaft, 
the  upper  end  of  this  is  rounded  and  articulates  with  the 
acetabulum. 

There  is  no  trace  of  an  epiphyseal  line. 

The  right  tibia  and  knee  joint  are  normal. 

The  right  fibula  is  absent. 

The  left  femur  is  some  four  inches  long,  and  its  lower  end 
is  more  or  less  normal;  there  is  a  suggestion  of  a  shaft, 
which  is  about  two  inches  long,  and  is  surmounted  with  a 
rounded  epiphysis  representing  the  head;  it  articulates  with  the 
ilium  above  the  acetabulum,  the  axis  of  the  head  is  directed 
vertically  upwards. 

The  left  knee  joint,  tibia  and  fibula  are  normal.  As  on 
the  right  side,  there  is  no  trace  of  an  epiphyseal  line  above  the 
condyles  of  the  femur. 

The  feet  showed  nothing  abnormal  radiologically.” 

Despite  the  extent  of  the  defect,  the  child  walks  remark¬ 
ably  well. 

Amongst  children  attending  Elementary  Schools,  there  are 
22  known  cases  of  cardiac  disease.  In  two  of  these  the  con¬ 
dition  is  due  to  congenital  defect. 
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All  have  been  kept  under  careful  observation,  and  ten  have, 
tor  some  period  of  the  year,  been  away  from  school  and  under 
treatment  either  at  home  or  at  the  Warneford  Hospital. 

two  cases  were  associated  with  chorea,  one  being  a  second 
attack. 

The  histoi)  of  cardiac  disease  in  one  family,  which  Dr. 
Cole  Senior  Physician  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  saw  with  me* 
is  of  some  interest. 

The  father,  aged  39,  a  labourer,  is  physically  poorly 
developed,  but  served  during  the  War  and  contracted  typhoid 
in  the  Dardanelles.  The  mother  is  a  thin,  pale  and  anaemic 
woman,  aged  32,  who  was  married  at  17J.

All  the  children  are  pale,  anaemic,  undersized,  with  un¬ 
healthy  looking  pale  tonsils,  adenoids,  and  bad  teeth. 

6.  Infectious  Diseases. —  twenty  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  notified,  being  four  less  than  111  1925.  The  type  of  disease 
continues  to  be  very  mild. 

Diphtheria  cases  numbered  seven  only,  as  against  22  last 
year. 

There  was  a  very  large  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
mumps,  only  1 1  cases  being  reported,  as  against  429  in  the 
previous  twelve  months. 
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Measles  (including  German  measles),  chicken  pox  and 
whooping  cough  all  showed  an  increase,  the  figures  being  313, 
84  and  66,  as  against  152,  24  and  36  respectively. 

Measles,  of  which  the  vast  majority  of  cases  were  of 
Rubeola,  was  specially  prevalent  in  January  and  June,  chicken 
pox  in  July,  and  whooping  cough  in  the  first  four  months  of 
the  year.

7-  Following  Up. — In  all  cases  where  a  treatment  order 
to  the  Warneford  Hospital  has  been  given,  the  child  is  visited 
on  the  day  following  its  attendance  at  the  Hospital  by  the 
School  Nurse,  and  as  soon  as  possible  he  or  she  is  brought  to 
the  School  Clinic  for  examination  by  the  S.M.O.  Practically 
all  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  typhoid  are  removed 
to  Heathcote  Hospital  and  a  report  on  the  home  conditions  set 
out  by  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  the  case  of  non-notihable 
diseases,  such  as  chicken-pox,  measles,  whooping  cough,  etc., 
a  visit  is  paid  by  the  School  Nurse,  who,  if  no  doctor  had  been 
called  in,  gives  instructions  as  to  general  nursing,  the  necessity 
for  calling  in  medical  aid  should  complications  arise,  the  pro¬ 
bable  date  that  return  to  school  may  be  permitted,  and  the 
need  or  otherwise  of  keeping  contacts  away  from  school  for  a 
period.  Swabs  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  if 
considered  advisable. 

In  the  case  of  tuberculous  children,  the  task  of  supervision 
is  in  the  main  handed  on  to  the  Health  Visitor,  who  enquires 
into  family  conditions  and  reports  on  the  form  of  treatment 
outlined  and  the  general  progress  of  the  patient.  Cases  failing 
to  attend  the  School  Clinic  when  requested  to  do  so  are  visited 
and  also  referred  to  the  School  Attendance  Officer  for  a  report, 

8.  Medical  Treatment,— (a)  Minor  Ailments:  These  are 
treated  at  the  School  Clinic  which  is  open  daily  at  g  a.m.  by 
the  School  Nurse.  On  Tuesday  and  Saturday  mornings  the 
School  Medical  Officer  attends  at  io  a.m.  The  total  number 
of  cases  during  the  year  was  4,751,  giving  a  daily  average  of 
1  5  cases, 

(b)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  —  Operations  for  enlarged 
Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  performed  at  the  Warneford  Hos¬ 
pital  by  Mr.  Sydenham,  the  Surgeon  to  the  Nose  and  Throat 
Department.  During  the  year  69  cases  were  treated,  with  most 
satisfactory  results.  Since  the  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1921, 
287  cases  have  been  operated  on  at  the  Hospital. 

(c)  External  Eye  Diseases. — Minor  cases  were  treated  at  the 
School  Clinic;  more  serious  ones  were  sent  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 
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(d)  Vision. — 26  cases  were  sent  to  Mr.  Harrison  Butler  at  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  for  25  of  whom  glasses  were  prescribed 
and  obtained.  Since  1921,  168  children  have  been  so  treated. 

(e)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. — Comparatively  few  cases  of 
Ear  Disease  were  seen.  A  fair  number  of  children  with  wax 
in  the  ears  came  to  the  Clinic.  A  few  cases  of  chronic  Otorrhoea 
were  sent  to  the  Warneford  Hospital,  where  they  received 
treatment. 

(f)  Crippling  Defects  and  Orthopaedics.  —  Up  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  no  special  provision  has,  been  made  by  the  Local  Authority 
for  the  treatment  of  Crippling  Defects,  but  working  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Warneford  Hospital,  where  there  is  a  well 
equipped  and  up-to-date  Electrical  and  Massage  Department, 
adequate  provision  has  been  made  for  treatment. 

Three  children  suffering  from  Infantile  Paralysis  have 
been  supplied  with  the  necessary  surgical  boots.  All  cases  of 
Hare  Lip,  numbering  six,  have  been  operated  on. 

Several  cases  of  Heart  Disease  and  three  of  Chorea  have 
been  admitted  as  in-patients  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  further  histories  of  the  five  school  children  who  have 
had  Encephalitis  Lethargica  are  most  unsatisfactory.  One 
only  can  be  said  to  be  cured ;  one  is  in  a  home,  morally  very 
unsatisfactory;  one  is  in  Warwick  Infirmary,  bedridden  and 
steadily  becoming  worse;  one  of  pronounced  Parkinsonian  type 
still  suffers  from  headache  and  is  increasingly  indolent ;  one 
attends  School,  but  is  troublesome,  and  is  making  very  little 
progress. 

(g)  Tuberculosis* — Of  the  27  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  child¬ 
ren  of  school  age,  the  site  of  the  disease  was  as  follows  :  — 

Chest:  7,  viz.,  5  boys  and  2  girls.  Two  cases,  both  boys 
and  both  notified  this  year,  were  sent  to  King  Edward  VII 
Sanatorium,  Hertford  Hill. 

Bones  and  Joints:  7.  One  of  these  is  and  has  been  for 
some  time  at  Heatherwood.  The  remainder  have  attended 
school  with  a  very  fair  degree  of  regularity. 

Abdomen:  4.  Two  appear  to  keep  fairly  fit,  but  the  other 
two  (both  girls)  have  not  been  well,  and  they  have  only  attended 
school  irregularly. 
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Glands:  9,  one  of  whom  was  notified  in  1926.  In  all  these 
except  two  the  disease  appears  to  be  quiescent. 

All  these  cases  have  been  regularly  visited  and  reported  on 
by  the  Health  Visitor,  as  well  as  the  School  Nurse. 

In  addition,  14  children,  in  whom  debility,  indefinite  pul¬ 
monary  or  abdominal  conditions,  or  bad  family  history  have 
been  noted,  have  been  referred  to  Dr.  French,  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  to  whose  ready  assistance  I  am  greatly  indebted. 

(h)  Skin  Diseases. — With  the  exception  of  ringworm  of  the 
scalp,  for  which  X-ray  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  where  12  cases  were  treated  this  year,  nearly  all 
cases  of  skm  diseases  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  bulk  of  the  cases  were  of  con¬ 
tagious  impetigo,  of  which  there  were  167. 

The  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  seen 
nowadays  is  most  striking. 

The  only  four  cases  seen  during  the  year  were  treated  by 
the  so-called  Danish  method,  with  most  excellent  results. 

(1)  Dental  Defects. — The  Dental  Surgeon  attends  the  School 
Clinic  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  and  in  all  held  84 
sessions,  of  which  eight  were  devoted  to  inspection  and  the 
remainder  to  treatment. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Thomas,  the  Dental  Surgeon,  was  appointed 
when  the  Clime  was  first  opened,  and  the  success  it  has  attained 
is  entirely  due,  not  only  to  the  excellence  of  his  work,  but  to 
the  tactful  manner  in  which  he  has  dealt  with  the  children  and 
parents  alike. 

He  reports  as  follows: — ■

Reference  to  the  table  shown  above  will  give  some  idea 
of  the  great  increase  in  the  dental  work  since  the  inception 
of  the  Clinic. 

The  greatest  rise  is  in  the  number  reporting  for  periodical 
inspection,  which  is  over  5  to  1  compared  with  1920,  and  as 
this  is  most  important  it  is  very  gratifying  to  find  such  an 
increase. 

Moreover,  attendances  for  re-inspection  act  as  indirect 
propaganda,  and  do  good  in  that  way. 

The  filthy  mouths  which  were  a  daily  feature  at  the  start 
have  become  increasingly  rare,  and,  comparing  the  first  three 
years  with  the  last  four,  extractions  have  fallen  from  3  to  2 
per  head,  while  fillings  have  risen  from  0.4  to  0.8  per  head,  a 
move  in  the  right  direction  in  both  cases. 

As  more  time  is  to  be  given  to  the  work  in  future,  a  very 
considerable  advance  may  be  anticipated  with  certainty  in 
the  next  few  years. 

The  prejudice  against  dental  treatment  in  general  and 
fillings  111  particular  is  chiefly  to  be  met  with  amongst  the  more 
ignorant  strata,  where,  of  course,  dental  lesions  are  most 
frequent. 

It  is  most  difficult  to  deal  with  this  type,  argument  being 
usually  unavailing,  and  explanation  fruitless. 

An  occasional  lecture  to  parents  and  children  would  no 
doubt  be  of  value  if  it  could  be  arranged. 

judged  by  the  absence  of  complaints,  however,  which  are 
usually  readily  forthcoming  if  any  grounds  exist,  the  vast 
majority  of  parents  and  children  appreciate  the  Clinic,  and  are 
satisfied  with  the  work  done  there.” 

g.  Open  Air  Education. — There  are  no  open  air  Schools 
residential  or  otherwise  in  the  Borough,  but  classes  are  some¬ 
times  conducteci  in  the  playgrounds  during  the  summer  months, 
more  especially  in  the  Infant  Schools. 

10.  Physical  Training. — Physical  training  is  undertaken 
by  the  School  teachers  in  all  the  Schools,  adapted  to  the  age 
and  sex  of  the  children,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Board’s 
Syllabus.  The  usual  method  is  for  each  class  to  spend  12 
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to  15  minutes  on  physical  exercises  daily.  There  is  no  area 
Supervisor. 

11.  Provision  of  Meals. — No  arrangements  are  in  force  for 
the  provision  of  meals  for  school  children. 

12.  School  Baths. — -There  are  no  school  baths,  but  full 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  Corporation  Swimming  Baths. 

1  ickets  for  these  are  purchased  at  threepence  each  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  and  re-sold  to  the  scholars  at  ijd.  each.  In 
1926  children  from  the  various  Schools  purchased  8,800  tickets, 
an  increase  of  157  over  last  year. 

13.  Oo-operation  of  Parents.— Parents  are  notified  before¬ 
hand  of  the  date  on  which  their  children  are  to  attend  for 
routine  examination,  and  are  requested  to  be  present. 

For  1926  the  percentage  of  parents  attending  for  all  age 
groups  was  41.  For  Infants  alone  it  was  66  per  cent.,  but 
for  Leavers  it  dropped  to  the  low  figure  of  16  per  cent. 

Although  inspection  is  rendered  slower  if  parents  are 
present,  this  is  undoubtedly  counterbalanced  by  the  fact  that 
any  defects  found  can  be  pointed  out  without  delay  and  the 
proper  form  of  treatment  indicated. 

14.  Co-operation  of  Teachers,— In  spite  of  the  incon¬ 
venience  entailed  by  having  to  give  up  either  the  Head 
Teacher’s  Room  or  a  Class  Room  for  routine  inspection,  the 
teachers  have  invariably  given  every  assistance  in  their  power. 

In  notifying  cases  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  in 
sending  cases  of  skin  diseases  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment,  and 
in  periodically  sending  children  for  dental  re-mspection,  they 
have  rendered  most  useful  service. 

15.  Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officer.  —  The 

School  Attendance  Officer’s  chief  work  is,  as  far  as  the  School 
Medical  Service  is  concerned,  in  notifying  the  names  of  all 
entrants  and  leavers  at  the  schools,  in  tracing  children  whose 
attendance  at  school  or  at  the  Clinic  is  unsatisfactory,  and  in 
seeing  that  children  who  are  under  private  practitioners  are 
supplied  with  an  adequate  certificate  for  absence.  As  a  general 
rule,  poor  attendance  at  school  falls  into  one  of  two  classes,  (a) 
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the  child,  frequently  an  only  child,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
mother,  “  suffers  from  nerves,’ ’  (b)  the  eldest  daughter  nearing 
the  end  of  a  school  career,  especially  if  one  of  a  large  family 
and  more  especially  if  a  new  arrival  in  the  family  is  expected. 

16.  Oo-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. — The  National 
Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  maintains  an 
inspector  in  the  town,  and  his  aid  has  been  called  upon  on  a 
few  occasions.  Boy  Scout  and  Girl  Guide  organizations  are 
fairly  well  supported,  and  a  certain  number  of  children  obtain 
a  camp  holiday. 

17.  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children.— 

(a)  The  register  for  these  children  has  been  kept  up  to  date 
during  the  year,  and  they  have  all  been  seen  at  least  twice 
during  1926. 

Of  six  Epileptics,  in  only  one  is  the  disease  at  all  severe. 
Two  of  these,  sisters,  and  daughters  of  an  epileptic,  left  the 
town  during  the  year. 

All  three  children  who  have  accidentally  lost  the  sight  of 
one  eye  have  been  provided  with  glass  eyes  through  voluntary 
sources. 

Four  of  the  seven  deaf  and  dumb  children  are  in  an  Insti¬ 
tution  at  Edgbaston,  and  their  reports  have  been  uniformly 
satisfactory. 

Forty- four  children  are  enumerated  under  “  Delicate  ”  in 
Table  III.  Undoubtedly  all  these  would  benefit  by  an  Open-air 
School.  To  many,  no  doubt,  a  few  weeks  at  the  sea  side  or  a 
Convalescent  Home  would  prove  of  inestimable  advantage,  but 
these  facilities  are  practically  unobtainable,  although  from  time 
to  time  a  few  Convalescent  Home  tickets  are  given  to  the 
Health  Department. 

The  principal  sources  of  information  as  to  defective  child¬ 
ren  are:  (a)  Through  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic;  (b)  visits  to 
homes  by  Health  Visitor;  (c)  notifications  by  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  to  the  M.O.H.  ;  (d)  visits  of  inspection  by  the  School 
Attendance  Officer :  but  in  many  cases  the  defect  is  not  reported 
until  the  child  is  seen  on  its  entrance  to  School  life. 
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(b)  There  is  no  special  class  for  mentally  defective  and 
backward  children.  The  majority  attend  the  Public  Elemen¬ 
tary  Schools. 

I  think  it  may  be  said  that  the  only  really  beneficial  treat¬ 
ment  for  the  mentally  defective  child  is  in  an  Institution.  Hard 
as  the  separation  may  be  on  the  parents,  I  feel  sure  it  is  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  the  advantages  to  the  child. 

Unfortunately  vacancies  in  Institutions  are  few  and  far 
between,  and  the  present  day  cost  is  prohibitive. 

Dull  and  backward  children  come  in  another  category.  In 
many  cases  the  condition  results  from  ill  health,  some  physical 
defect,  or  irregular  attendance  at  School,  and  in  all  probability 
Special  Classes,  especially  if  the  number  of  children  is  restricted 
so  that  more  individual  attention  could  be  given  to  each  child, 
would  prove  advantageous. 

18.  Nursery  Schools. — There  are  no  nursery  schools  in  the 
Borough,  but  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  during  1924, 
have  opened  a  “  Sunshine  Home”  for  Blind  Children  in  the 
Town,  with  accommodation  for  30  babies.  Children  are  taken 
in  up  to  5  years  of  age.  There  is  a  Certificated  Teacher,  and 
the  Home  receives  a  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

19.  Secondary  Schools. — The  Secondary  Schools  are  in 
connection  with  the  Warwickshire  County  Council,  and 
medically  examined  by  the  County  School  Staff. 

20.  Continuation  Schools. — Evening  classes  are  run  in 
conjunction  with  the  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

21.  Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons.— -Under 
the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903.  and  Education  Act, 
1918,  and  Bye-laws  made  thereunder,  77  certificates  of  fitness 
have  been  given,  viz.,  75  to  boys  and  2  to  girls. 

In  41  instances  the  work  required  by  these  children  was 
the  delivery  of  newspapers. 

There  is  a  Juvenile  Employment  Committee  in  connection 
with  the  County,  and  as  far  as  possible  employment  is  found 
for  those  leaving  school. 

In  one  instance  only  was  a  medical  certificate  of  fitness 
to  work  refused,
